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FIRST  GENERATION. 


1.  Robert  Fuller 

Robert  Fuller  came  from  Southampton,  England,  in 
the  ship  Bevis  in  1638,  and  settled  in  Salem,  Massachu¬ 
setts.  He  purchased  or  held  rights  in  land  in  Rehoboth, 
Massachusetts,  in  1645,  but  remained  in  Salem,  as  shown 
by  deeds  in  which  he  describes  himself  as  “Brick-layer 
of  Salem,  ’ 9  until  about  1668,  when  a  division  of  land  was 
made  in  Rehoboth  and  a  settlement  established.  He 
was  made  freeman  in  1658.  In  1676  the  Indians  at¬ 
tacked  and  burned  the  houses  of  the  settlement.  Robert 
Fuller,  having  lost  his  wife  and  two  sons  and  his  home, 
returned  to  Salem,  where  he  remained  until  1696.  In 
that  year,  he  again  settled  in  Rehoboth,  accompanied  by 
his  second  wife.  Robert  Fuller  was  a  man  of  means, 
holding  extensive  tracts  of  land  in  Rehoboth,  Attleboro, 
Seekonk,  and  on  the  Pawtucket  River;  that  in  Attleboro 
he  held  jointly  with  his  oldest  son,  Jonathan.  He  was 
one  of  the  first  proprietors  in  Rehoboth  and  drew  shares 
in  the  general  divisions  of  land  in  1661  and  1668.  He  is 
found  on  the  list  of  owners  as  early  as  1645  at  a  value  of 
£150;  he  paid  a  tax  of  £4.  10s.  3d.  for  the  expense  of 
King  Philip’s  war  in  1676.  He  was  the  first  and  only 
bricklayer  in  New  England  for  many  years.

SECOND  GENERATION. 

2.  Jonathan  Fuller 

Jonathan  Fuller  lived  in  Attleboro  where  he  held  land 
jointly  with  his  father,  drawing  his  shares  in  the  general 
divisions  of  land  made  to  the  first  settlers  in  1661  and 
1668.  In  the  Indian  war  of  1675-6,  Attleboro  seems  to 
have  escaped  the  ravages  and  destruction  that  Rehoboth 
and  other  places  suffered,  so  that  Jonathan  and  his 
family  remained  in  their  home,  while  other  living  mem¬ 
bers  of  Robert’s  family  removed  to  Salem.  Jonathan 
was  selectman  of  Attleboro.  At  his  death  he  left  a  large 
estate,  settled  by  his  widow,  Elizabeth,  March,  1709.  He 
had  previously  made  extensive  dispositions  by  deeds  to 
his  children.

Married  December  14,  1664  at  Rehoboth,  Massachu¬ 
setts,  to  Elizabeth  Wilmarth  (Wilmot).

In  Heads  of  Families  at  First  Census  of  LT.  S.  1790 
appears  an  entry  for  Shaftsbury  Township,  Vermont — 
Elijah  Fuller,  family  consisting  of  one  male  and  one 
female,  which  would  be  Elijah  and  his  wife  Mary.  He 
rendered  service  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  his  name 
appearing  on  two  pay-rolls  of  Capt.  Gideon  Brownson’s 
Company,  Green  Mountain  Boys ;  see  pages  635  and  832 
of  State  of  Vermont  Rolls  of  the  Soldiers  in  the  Revo¬ 
lutionary  War.  Mrs.  Emma  B.  Stanley  Kennedy  of 
Okemah,  Oklahoma,  is  Member  No.  162,955,  Daughters 
of  American  Revolution,  based  on  service  of  Elijah 
Fuller,  from  whom  she  is  descended  through  Mary,  No. 
38  above,  and  John  Stanley.  She  says  that  Elijah  and 
Mary,  his  wife,  are  buried  near  North  Bennington,  Ver¬ 
mont,  and  the  Bennington  Chapter,  D.  A.  R.,  has  marked 
the  grave  of  Elijah  as  a  Revolutionary  soldier.

Mrs.  Elizabeth  E.  Fuller  Arming- 
ton,  now  deceased,  was  a  Member,  Xo.  77049,  D.  A.  R., 
based  on  his  service.  She  was  descended  through  Hosea, 
Xo.  54  above,  and  his  son  Darius,  whose  daughter  she 
was.  See  78  D.  A.  R.  19.  James  Fuller  Spoerri  is  a 
member,  No.  47372,  S.  A.  R.,  based  on  service  of  Solomon 
and  of  his  father,  Elijah,  Xo.

Seymour  Fuller,  born  in  Bennington  County,  Vermont, 
lived  there  for  eighteen  years ;  removed  in  1835  to  Port¬ 
age,  New  York;  and  removed  in  1846  to  Boone  County, 
Illinois.  He  owned  and  operated  a  farm  of  240  acres, 
Section  6,  Flora  Township,  on  which  he  resided  until  his 
death.  His  mother,  Persis  Bennett  Fuller,  accompanied 
him  to  Illinois,  and  lived  with  him  at  the  time  of  her 
death  in  1868.  In  Boone  County  Sevmour  Fuller  held 
the  offices  of  Justice  of  the  Peace,  Road  Commissioner, 
School  Trustee  and  School  Director.
